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Am now upen the Scruple againft the 
Union, for the Difference of Opinions 
in Religion among us, which Diffee 
rences, by Mifmanagement of Parties on 
both fide, are grown very difturbing to this 
Age, aud indeed I cannot but fay, it is by 
Mifmanagement, and that on both fides 3 it 


is not fo much our peal Differences, but our 


Manner of differing that is the Caufe of 
all our Confufions——$—_—-_ Exyy, Wrath, 
and Strife, &é. are fo much@nade Partners 
in our Breaches, that I own, they are fa- 


~ tally encreas’d, but the quarrelfome Princi- 


ples are born: of Hell, and all come from 
one, Beginning, let them be on what fide 


they will. 


Jn erder to fet this right, I have been exe. 


amining the Reafon of Diffenting, the Oc- 
cafion, Time and Manner of it, with the 
feveral Attempts made towards a Reconci- 
liatiori-———- What il] Ufe has been made 


by any Wiflingnefs the Difemers have 
fhown to conform, isthe Bffeé& of Ignorance 
and Partiality 3 for that is fo far from an 
Argument, ‘that they are ready to drep 
thei¢ Caufe ; that itis an Argument of the 
Sincerity of the People, and of the Weight 
of the Caufes moving, 

For if the 5 oll have on all Occaffens 
manifefted a Willingaefs to comply with the 
Church, it is an undeniable Teftimony, 
that the Difference is very material, chat 
thefe cannot comply,nor thofe cannot abate < 
Ifit were ‘a Trifle that keeps a Million of 
Diffentersin England out of the Church, the 
Church of England was unaccountably to 
blame to infift upon it fo ftiffy, and not 
ftoop to the Weaknefs of their Brethren im 
fo {mall an Affair, rather than drive fo, 
large a Part of the People from them, and 
prompt fo great Diyifton in the Nation. ; 
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If it were a Trifle the Diffenters feparate 
for, they could not have the Face. to talk 
of confcientious Scruples, and the Necefli- 
ty of Diffentings, *Tis theréfore a mate- 
rial Difference, which has caus'd this unhap- 
py Divifion, and tho™it be not in Doétrinal 
Points effential to Chriftianity, yet as it is 
in Points which canneither be abated on one 
band, nor comply’d with on the osber, it has 
been: found abfolutely: neceffary, by the 
Wifdom of both fides, to make an Allow- 
‘ance, come to a Temper, fix the Liberty 
of one, andthe Authority of the other by 
legat Boundss and what is the End of all this ? 
Not Conformity or Comprehenfion, for all 
that is given over, as what is not likely to 
be obtain’d ; but it isfor maintaining Love, 


_ Peace, Charity, and good Neighbourhood 


among Feilow-Chriftians, that they may 
agree, converfe, correfpond, and unite in 
civil Affairs, tho’ they cannot in Religious ; 
that they may no more be fleeing from and 
purfuing one another, that Ephraim may 
not envy Fudeb, nor Fudzb vex Ephraim any 
more, butcivil Gavernment be preferv’d a- 
mong them. ee 

Ifany Man fhall ask, what is this to the 
Purpofe 2? Ufhall anfwer, very much 5 for this 
proves, that there can be no Reafon fur one 
Body of Diffenters to fufpeét another of de- 
ferting them, no Reafon for the Scots Pref- 
byterians to diftruft the Stability or Princi- 
ples of the Euglifh Presbyterians in their 
Adherence to their Profefhon; for that 
conforming to one another is now of no 
manner of Confequence, but fecuring one 
another in the State and Quality, as to 
Principles, in which they really now ftand. 

This is the real Nature of Union; the 
Subje& of the prefent Affair isa true Bal- 
Jancing of Interefts, thatone may not jarr 
with the other 5 that every one, however 
differing in Perf{wafion, that however wide 
in Opinion, may yet joyn in Charity, Chri- 
ftian-Love, and common Counrtelies, be mu- 
tually affiftant to prote€&ting and defending 
one another, and may treat one another as 
Neighbours, Chriftians, and Countrymen in- 
habiting the fame Ifland, incorporated in 
civil Concerns, and having but one and 
the fame Foundation as to civil Right, which 
if thaken, muft equaily affe@ every Part. 
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This is what I call reciprocal Duty, this 
is the Obligation which, I fay, lies on one 


Part of the People to another 35 this is, what 
I fayis,the civil Peace they oughtto purfue ; _ 


and methinks the Duty is fo plain, and the 


-Occafion of it fo juft, that Eneed fay nothing 

more toit, thanto putyouinMindofir, 
How long have all the Men of Charity and 

Chriftian Temper been preaching up this — 


Doétrine, and how have they feen now the 
very Nature of things bring them to the 
Praétice of it We have united with 
Scotland. Well, Gentlemen, you that are 
angry at it, what would you have done now ? 
—We know your dire Anfwer, you would 
have that loufie Bargain, as one Gentleman 
lefs accuftom'’d to good Manners than to 
Railing at the Publick, was pleas’d to call 
it, broke again. ; 

But come to an Anfwer of Particulars, how 
would you have it broke ? Would you have 
England break it, break Faith, Honourand 
capitulated Articles England is very 
much beholden to you indeed, and it would 
be a very loufie Figure, t2 ufe their own Ex- 
preffion, that England would make in the 
World, if their Honour and Treaties, Faith 
and Integrity were proftituted, -as thefe 
Gentlemen would have it be. . 

But after all, what would you get by 
the Breach ?—————=Alll the Anfwer I can get 
for this, is, the Gain will be National Con- 
fufion, and that is what the Parties {eek ; 
*tis the plain Defign of their Method, for 
nothing that tends to Peace and National 
Harmony, nothing that has the Face of a 
Chriftian, or the leaft Senfe of the General 
Good, can wifh the Mifchiefs which muft 
neceffarily follow upon fuchaFra€ture. ~ 

Since then they cannot rationally pro- 
pofe the Fra&tureof the Treaty, it feems to 
me the moft ridiculous thing in the World, 
to make themfelves and one another uneafie 
at the Circumffances, which if they are not 
the moft effeétually profperous to both fides, 
muft be the fingle and genuine Malice of 
the Party, whoin allour happy Progrefs to 
Union and Peace, have fet themfelves up to 
be the Nations Difturbers. :

of Debt, Imean, arrefting and imprifon- 
ing Debtors: I allow, the Circumftances 


_ of England make it neceflary, and I thall 


ive my Reafons for it, before I quit the 
ubje& ; and fhall prove, that whereas in 
iu Scotland at this time, no Man can be ar- 
refted for Debt, or oblig’d to find Bail on 
mean Procefs, tho’one way it may be to the 
Advantage of fome People, who might be 
in Danger that way ; yet on the other hand 
it muft be own’d, it is a Cheque to Trade, 
and helps to keep the People down, as it 
hinders petty Credit, and prevents People 
launching freely out in Trade. 

In the Circumftances therefore England 
fiands in, astoaland Trade, of which per- 
haps it has the greateft Share of any Nation 
in the World, itis abfolutely neceffary to 
make the Recovery of {mal) Debts as well as 
great, as eafie as pofible, and to give the 
Creditor all poifible Security, both og the 
Perfon as well as the Effe€s of his Debtor. 

But what I am complaining of here, isthe 
Abufe of thefe Powers, where they are run 
up toan Extremity, neither defign’d by the 
Law of the Land, nor juftify’d by the Laws 
of GOD + and thefe are of feveral Kinds. 

1. The horrible Abufes, Briberies, Ex- 
aations, and intollerable Barbarities exer- 
cis’d by the inferiour Officers, both in in- 
fulting the Perfons and Families of the De- 
fendant, impofing upon and plundering the 
Debtor, and in taking Bribes, conniving 


‘and delaying their Bufinefs, to the abufing 


the Plantiff that employs them; by which

2. The exceffive Perfecution of Debtors 5 
when it is manifeft; theyneither have Abi- 
lity to pay, nor wherewith to fabiift them- 
felves or Families ;-firft reje€ting all Man- 
ner of Compofitions, Propofals or Offers 
made by the Debtor, while he is in a Con- 
dition to pay fomething, and then perfécu- 
ting him thro’ all the expenfive Meahders of 
Law, Prifons, and Concealments, till he has 
nothing left to offer, and then with the 
fame inexorable Fury getting hold of his 


Body, pleafe and glut themfelves with his 


for his Delivery, till the poor langui 
Creature perifhes with fieer Want Co P 
Stench, and the unfufferable Torment “a 
Prifon. 

If thefe things are agreeable. to Law, 
Confcience or Humanity, then I confefs 
felf at 2 Lofs to determine, what the Ruk 


Sufferings, and oppofe all poftible ost 


‘of thefe three Gapital Articles are, and from 


whence they are deriv’d. He that profecutes 
a Debtor for any Defign, but to recover his 
Debt, is a Murtherer, and deferves equal 
Punifhment with the Man of Blood 3 -He 
that pretends to profecute for his Debt, byt 
does it by fuch Methods, and to fuch Dee 
grees, as he knows can have no Tendency to 


“that End, diffembles with GOD. and the 


World, and only executes hisqwn Revenge, 
which is direétly againft both Scripture and 
Religion, which be We all bh to the 
Zreat Retribution of the Almighty.
